Fourth— Tbe altitude at which, in 
this region near tho 40ih parallel of latitudo, 
tbe varied species of trees ond plants havi- 
iheir limit, Fifth— -The probable diseovery 
nf some new varitiea of flora, and tfi'^' a'acer- 
tkiniog of many mineralogioal and motec- 
logioal fafts of jibientifia Interest, which the 
diBiingiiiahed loailer of this expedftion will 
doubtleea in due time present to tbe public.

But aguiu ho says, ' cjn no not 
put fotih any other programme as a remedy 
for our troubles than that of Conlederation ? 
Yes. Select well qualified members of the 
community lo form a committee lur that purn 
pose, Sio,' and if those gaotlemeb now on 
their way to Yale had gone up witb an 
open question like this, I would bovo favored 
tbe movement.' If tbe promoters of Obnfeds 
oration are really honest, they present tbe 
scheme beoauie they believe it to bo the 
best and most expeditious moans of relieving 
the Colony from its present embarrassments, 
and to lay broad ond deep the foandaiioos 
of a glorious future ; this is their scheme. 
They have presouted it in tiio press and upon 
the lorura. Has .Mr Bull or other auti-Uou- 
federales a programmi; '.'.v.'.' 'vill atiain ibese 
ends more surely and profitably ? If so, let 
there produce it, and all houeal men will 
give it the prominence it dcHcrves. I won't 
re.ecbo '.vbat some ungracious people say — 
that ihis after thought is more the result of 
faction than any sincere desire to advance 
the interests ol tbe Colony — a sort of dog in 
the manger policy. Confederation is not a 
thing of yesterday ; tbe necesslly lor re- 
form has been aa urgent for years past as 
is to-doy, why have they then not moved ? 
The fact in Mr Bull, Government is a necos 
^]ly — ii<j rfldirm from time to time a duly — 
and it guntlumtin of your choice, whom you 
live pleaded lo dcsigiialo ' selool and quali- 
lirtd,' will not move, but maintain a mas- 
terly inaolivity, others more earnest and pos- 
sibly equally hoijufli, raudt, undism lyeii by 
that lonible meuiiinglt'sia epithol, 'profes sed 
poliiioiuns.' It is much to bo regretted that 
Mr W K Bull could not 'cordially favor tlie 
movement,' lor if at any time previous to 
Ihe Yale (Joovenlion, the City of Victoria 
could have been placarded with the welcome 
iinnounoement that ' Mr W K Boll has at 
last yielded his consent that British Col- 
umbia may become a portion of the Domin- 
ion ot Canada, the effect would have been 
magical, the last obstacle would have been 
removed, and Itio delegiiles could have fell 
that they had a fair wind and a smooth pcu. 
'Conlederalinn will clog us with two govern- 
nionts, ono at Ottawa and ono at Victoria.' 
II the (Government of ibis (Jolony ia divided 
with Canads, and in return wo got our iiabi- 
lilios reduced, our ttxation leasoned, our re- 
venue increased and expended in conformity 
with tbe will of the people, our liberties on- 
hirged ; surely snch a change is ' ii/Quitely 
Huperiur to our present positioo, whiob is the 
very antipodes of what we seek. All else 
that Mr Ball says ia simply sophistry and 
special pleading, and betrays tbroughont an 
ignorance of what he attempts to write about, 
with such an abundant outcrop of pottypre- 
judioo that It i.s itnpossible he could brinp to 
the consideration of tho subject, the candor 
and inquiry indtspensablo to arrive at a just 
conoloBicn. Had Mr H given tho sutiject 
tho least attention he would hnvo learned 
generally, that the assumption of debt, grants 
and subsidies, overland road, responsible 
;rovernmBnt and rfipreBontaiivo inslitUliorB, 
are not to bo inalLora of legislation lo bo 
consummated after wo shall eend that formi- 
dable five to Ottawa ; but they are to be oor 
Charier of Ilights with which we enter tbe 
Confederacy, and specially would he have 
known that without terms and oonditione 
beyond doubt advantageous to Briiieh Col- 
umbia, the people of this Colony would 
never wiilingly 'sdbmit' to become a portion 
of Canada. If it bo true that iho Imperial 
and Dominional gnvornmonts are in favor of 
the immediate adiniBsion of British (Jolumr- 
hia into the Uammion of (Junada, is it wis- 
dom with such inllneuccs hurrying forward 
the conaummaiiun, lor us to rtjfrain from 
giving it such diriHJiion nn shall redound tu 
our ndvuntttgo. But nothing is more unfair 
than tho conclusion of Mr B's lotlor— I hat 
tho Convention seek to roverna the decision 
of our ropresentaiivcB, who gavu on un- 
favorabl9 decision for imine|diaie Oobfedera- 
tion. No one knows better than Ml B that 
our Legislature is a sham, that tbe ..members, 
.•yf 'liT "do "ti'A ifl'" WJ~»<iuaa WfirBbuol pa'uiic 
opinion, that if the Colony were polled from 
Viotorio to Oa'rib6o, Ihero would bo on ovor- 
whelmnicg vote (or immediate Conlederation 
ond yet ho prates about ' our representativoB' 
,aa if they i^all^^ repiesented anything but 



thei> Bslnries. It Ib trun the British Govern" 
ment will not force C'6nfederation down our 
throats against our will, but lhat Govern- 
Dicnt already has the evidence that it is o 
popular measure with Ihe people ; they also 
ihorongbly understood the selfish and toady- 
ing altitude ^of;- tbeJprcpond^raUog,.p£Qoial 
element inMhe *LiBgi8iali«'^GollD'oil^ -^-then 
let the Delegates go to the Yale Oonveni 
ticjn to increase and intensify that evidanco, 
thiit we may forthwith have a government 
BuOioiently attractive lor men of progressive 
tendencies, and suffioieutly strong to eland 
tho strain and dead weight of fossilized hu- 
manity*
